Dayton, ()., March 30.— ll ere is tin* problem presented to 
Dayton tonight, as summarized by George F. Burba, secretary 
to Governor Cox and representing the latter hen*: 
“ Fifty thousand persons mn st be fed, clothed and housed* 
for a week more. 
“ Twenty thousand persons must he cared for indefinitely. 
These are persons who lost their all when their household goods 
were swept away. They must he provided with a few necessary 
household articles, such as bedding, pols and pans, stoves and 
a few dollars. 
“ A half million dollars could be used iii this way by the 
relief committee. 
“ Fifteen thousand houses and business buildings must he 
rehabilitated. 
“ Two thousand houses and other struetures, or what re­ 
mains of them, must he pulled down. 
“ Thousands of Ions of debris removed.’’

While many of the residents have been driven from their 
homes, others, who live iii taller buildings, refused to leave and 
food is being supplied them with motor and row boats. 
Poor People Suffer. 
In this city tile poorer residents are the greater sufferers 
as that section in which they make their homes has been com­ 
pletely inundated and many of the houses have boon swept 
away by the swift current of the river. As the water rose, how­ 
ever, most of these people had an opportunity to bring away 
their personal belongings ami their losses are confined to the 
contents of their homes. 
The property loss in the Cincinnati water front section will 
be veiy large. 
It is estimated by competent authorities that 
the loss to valuable stocks of merchandise w ill reach nearly $2,- 
000,000. This does not fake into account the damage to many 
of the older buildings where the foundations have been under 
mined by the rapid current.
